LONDON,

Britain and France clamped on 
Germany today a total blockade, 
one of the most powerful weapons 
at their command. 
From today on, the allied block- 


ade will be working two ways— 
striving to strangle Germany's ex- 
port trade and continuing to in- 
tercept her imports, as It has 
since the start of the war. 


Britain simultaneously announc- 


ed she had put 33 German mer- 
chant ships out of action in three 
months of war on her enemy's sea 
trade. 


(Unofficial renorts list 87 Brit- 


ish merchant ships 'lost in sea war- 
fare.) 


The report on Britain's war on 


German sea trade to date said 
Germany's merchant shipping loss 
totalled 171,390 tons. 


The announcement said the Brit- 


ish navy enabled 21,000,000 tons of 
British shipping to ride the seas 
safely with a loss of only four per 
cent of the total naval tonnage. 


The 
British lost the 3,829-ton 


merchant vessel Eskdene, sunk by 
a mine today. Her crow of 29 
were landed In Scotland. 
• 


The 1,276-ton Scottish steamer 


Lairdsglen and the 1,084-ton Find- 
horn were damaged in mysterious 
collisions off the west coast dur- 
ing the week end. The Findhorn 
collided with an unidentified ves- 
sel and the Lairdsglen was dam- 
aged In collision with an unknown 
object. 


Shares Attention With Bald. 
The beginning of the attempt to 


Isolate Germany completely from 
her overseas markets shared at- 
tention with the raid yesterday by 
Royal airforce bombers near the 
German naval- bunt .at Helgoland, 
hailed here as the most successful 
air offensive of the war so far. 


The air ministry said the Brit- 
ish fliers had scored "direct hits" 
in an attack on nazi warships. 


The air ministry said one bomb 


from a Royal air force plane de- 
stroyed a German submarine in 
the North Sea yesterday, and other 
reports listed four more German 
.submarines sunk in recent days.

the committee there was no as- 
surance that commodity cost In- 
creases which already have be- 
gun would not .continue and In- 
clude a constantly wider group 
of materials. 


"If this happens," Lubin said, 
"we must expect an increase in 
the cost of living and a demand 
for 
increased 
wages 
by labor.

For those reasons, Lubin said, 
there is less likelihood of indus- 
trial

chance that prices on basic com- 
modities such as chemicals will 
rise preclpttlously as they did In 
the last war.

SAN -ANTONIO, Dec. 4.— (ff)— 
District Judge Bryce Ferguson said 
today he was "inclined to the view" 
that he should Instruct a jury to 
acquit Maury Maverick, mayor and 
former congressman, of a folony 
charge of paying another person's 
poll tax. 


He reserved decision, however, 


pending further study of the ques- 
tion. 


The judge kept the morning ses- 


sion of court going until past 1 
p. m. while the large crowd Im- 
patiently awaited his decision On a 
defense motion for an Instructed 
verdict. He then called a recess 
until 2:30. 


"I am inclined to the view," he 
said shortly before the recess, "that 
the state produced no testimony 
other than accomplice testimony to 
support its contention that Maver- 
ick conspired to pay poll taxes. 
"However, If you gentlemen of 
the state want to make a further 
analysis of tho testimony, I will 
be glad to hear from you." 
The judge Interrupted an argu- 
ment by L J. Gittlnger, assistant 
district attorney, to begin his In- 
formal remarks. Gittlnger contend- 
ed that Maverick furnished the 
money with which a poll tax was 
Illegally paid and therefore provid- 
ed the means of committing a 
crime. 
Earlier two members of Maver- 
ick's counsel, A. I. Wlrtz of Aus- 
tin, former state senator, and Carl 
Wright Johnson had urged Judge 
Ferguson to enter an Instructed 
verdict of acquittal. 


Mavorlck has been on trial since 
last Monday. The prosecution con- 
tends that the offense with which

The Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration outlined today three 
ways of improving the problem 
created 
by the 
nation's 
cotton 
surplus: 


(1) Increase exports. 
(2) Increase 
consumption 
In 
this country. 


(3) Adjust production and mar- 
keting of American cotton so as 
to bring the supply more nearly 
In lino with demand. 


"Progress Is being made along 


all three lines of action," said 
the AAA In a memorandum urg- 
ing growers to approve market- 
Ing quotas on tho 1040 crop at a 
referendum to be conducted in 
the 19 Southern and Far West- 
ern cotton-producing states next 
Saturday. 


"A determined effort Is being 
made • on a long-time basis to re- 
store 
foreign 
cotton 
trade 
through 
the 
reciprocal 
trade 


agreements program, which rec- 
ognizes the basic fact that a na- 
tion must buy if it expects to 
sell.

One of Its chUf duties Is to sew 
that British and . French prison- 
ers are well treated. 


In Washington, 
problems aris- 


ing 
from 
American 
diplomatic 
representation for the Allies are 
being handled by Hugh Wilson, 
who resigned recently as ambas- 
sador to Germany, 


Officials said today that Wil- 
son had received 'no major com- 
plaints 
regarding 
Germany's 


treatment of prisoners and that 
they knew of no representations 
from Germany as to the Allies' 
handling of captured soldiers. 
Under a Geneva .treat/ or 1929, 


Great Britain, France, Germany 
and other nations pledged them- 
selves to observe definite rules 
regarding the conduct of prison 
camps. 
Among 
other 
things, 


the "protecting 
power"—the na- 
tion taking over diplomatic rep- 
resentation 
for 
a 
belligerent— 
has the right to examine prison 
camps at any time and to inter- 
view the 
prisoners. 


The latter 
can make 
com-

the 
Investigators, 


They are entitled to food equal 
to that given troops in base camps 
must be clothed by the nation 
which has captured them, must 
not be marched more than 13 
miles a day and must not be ex-

A few minutes later tho crafty 
Mrs. Judd was assuring Governor 
Jones she had kept her promise 
to return and would not leave 
again—a promise sho broke last 
night. 
During her previous flight, Mrs, 
Judd made a nlght-timo visit to 
the Rev. Paul 
Ankerberg 
ofi 
Tempo, Ariz., 
nine miles from 


Phoenix, and told him she plan- 
ned to flee to Mexico and start 
life over as a missionary. She 
once lived in Mexico with her 
husband, Dr. W. C. Judd, now 
a patient in a veterans' hospital 
near Los Angeles. 
Llttlo Chance Reaching Border. 
Authorities believed there was 


little chance that Mrs. Judd would 
succeed In reaching tho border, 
however. 
Until a week ago, Dr. Saxo 
said, Mrs. Judd had been under 
guard in solitary 
confinement. 


Sho was allowed to associate with 
other inmates in tho 
hope 
of 
overcoming her nervousness and 
excitability, and thus had part 
of 
her 
old 
freedom 
restored. 
Although tho doors are locked 


and attendants remained on duty, 
the inmates of the hospital are 
not guarded. 
Mrs. Judd 
killed Agnes Ann 
Lo Rot and Hedvlg Samuelson In 
1931, dismembered Miss Samuel- 
son's body, and shipped tho bodies 
to Los Angeles in trunks. She 
was arrested in Los Angeles a 
week later, convicted in 1932 of 
killing Miss Lo Rol, and 
sen- 


tenced to hang. Tho Stato su- 
preme court upheld her convic- 
tion, but a Final county superior 
court jury found her Insane.

WARNED HARD TIMES 


DUE TOJE FACED 


EUROPEAN SITUATION MAY 
MAKE IT HARD TO GET GOV- 


ERNMENTAL FUNDS 


DALLAS, Dec. 2.—(ff)—I. 
W. 
Duggan, director of the southern 
division of the AAA, today warn- 
ed American farmers they will 
likely face hard times because of 
the European situation "even 
if 


we keep our heads." 


Speaking before the annual con- 


vention of the Texas Agricultural 
Association, Duggan urged farm- 
ers to forget factionalism and sec- 
tionalism and present a united 
front to "protect our farm Income 
and our own basic resources." 


"With the increased demands on 
the treasury for defense purposes, 
farmers may find it even more 
difficult to secure funds from the 
treasury 
next 
year," 
he 
said. 


"Therefore I would urge farmers 
to agree upon a plan for raising 
revenue for parity payments in 
1941. If this is not done, I doubt 
very seriously if parity payments 
will be provided for next year, un- 
less provision Is made to raiso tho 
funds. Some revenue raising meas- 
ure similar to the processing tax 
or the certificate plan would teem 
Practical." 


Secretary of Agriculture Henry 


A. Wallace 
yesterday 
suggested 


such continuing source of revenue 
might be found In a "modern ver- 
sion of tho processing tax," or a 
"so-called certificate plan" under 
which farmers would get produc- 
tion certificates in order to mar- 
ket their goods. 


Duggan added a warning 
to 


wheat farmers not "to gamble on 
the duration of the war" nor on 
"producing an unmanageable sur- 
plus of wheat." 


"With all the facts In hand, I 


am 
convinced 
wheat 
producers 


who understand tho wheat situa- 
tion will continue to co-operate in 
the program to the fullest extent. 
Hard Times Forecast 
"We simply can not afford to 


take a shortsighted view of the 
agricultural situation today," he 
said. "Even if we keep our heads, 
we are likely to be in for some 
hard times sooner or later. Eur- 
ope can not waste Us resources 
and manpower In war 
without 


making the whole world poorer. 


Duggan saw encouragement In 
the fact that farmers had vir- 
tually no experience in national 
agricultural planning at the end 
of tho world war, but since then 
have developed their organizations 
and "governmental agencies con- 
cerned with agriculture have be- 
come Increasingly efficient 
and 


ready for whatever comes." 


He advised cotton farmers to 
"hold their acreage next year at 
about the same level of the last 
two years." 


"Even with marketing quotas in 


effect in 1940, the supply of Amer- 
ican cotton will continue to be ex- 
cessive," Duggan said. "There are 
some who think wars greatly stim- 
ulate the consumption of cotton.
